Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annua-1  Report  ch  the  health 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Bollington  for  the  year  1959* 

There  vvas  a significa,nt  amount  of  infectious  disease  during  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year,  but  fortunately  most  of  it  was  mild. 

There  was  a fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  both  male  and  female,  and 
it  will  be  seen  from  the  table  of  Age  Group  at  Death,  that  the  fall  was 
greatest  in  males  between  the  o,ges  of  45  a^d  65  years. 

I regret  that  there  is  no  progress  to  report  on  slum  clearance, 
apart  from  the  individual  unfit  houses  dealt  v/ith.  Early  in  the  year, 

I reported  tha,t  one  area  urgently  required  attention,  and  the  urgency 
has  not  in  any  v/ay  diminished.  Unfortunately  the  costs  of  slum  clearance, 
both  in  new  housing  and  in  compensation,  have  steadily  risen  over  recent 
years,  I sincerely  hope  that  the  Council  will  find  it  is  in  a position 
to  tackle  the  problems  of  slum  clearance  in  the  near  future. 

I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  the  interest  and  help  they  hove  given  the  department,  and 
also  the  officers  of  other  departments  for  their  help  and  co-operation. 

I have  to  thank  Mr,  Watson,  Mr,  Overbury  and  the  clerical  staff  for  their 
loyal  and  efficient  work  throughout  the  year.

The  above  table  shows  that  there  is  a sharp  fall  in  the  number  of 
deaths  compared  to  the  years  1957  and  1958 • 34  of  the  deaths  occurred 

in  persons  aged  over  65  years,  i.e,  68^^^  of  total  deaths,  This  compares 
to  645!o  for  the  year  1958,  but  is  notable  that  26^  of  the  total  deaths 
occurred  in  persons  over  the  age  of  80  years.  This  is  a very  high 
percentage  of  the  total  and  it  is  of  interest  that  in  only  4 of  the 
deaths  of  persons  aged  over  80  years  occurred  in  hospital. 


Out  of  the  total  of  34  deaths  of  persons  aged  65  years  and  over, 
only  8 or  23^  occurred  in  hospital  whereas  32^?  i.e,  nearly  a third  of 
all  the  deaths  occurred  in  hospital.

There  are  four  day  nurseries  within  the  division  and  early  in  the 
year  arrangements  were  made  for  the  running  down  of  the  South  Park  Day 
Nursery  which  was  situated  on  requisitioned  land  this  having  to  he 
de-requisitioned.  Within  weeks  of  the  closing  date  in  July  1959 > 
arrangements  vTere  made  with  the  Borough  of  Macclesfield  to  lease  the  land 
concerned  to  the  Cheshire  County  Council  so  that  the  nursery  could 
continue  to  function.  Unfortunately  in  the  process  of  preparing  to  close 
this  nursery  there  were  staff  losses  which  subsequently  proved  to  he  very 
difficult  to  replace, 

I cannot  say  that  everybody  using  this  nursery  was  satisfied  during 
the  year.  With  the  impending  closure  of  the  South  Park  Day  Nursery 
priority  cases  were  transferred  to  other  nurseries  when  vacancies  arose; 
this  lengthened  the  waiting  list  of  non-priority  cases  at  Glegg  Street 
and  Hurdsfield  Nurseries,  When  the  local  press  announced  that  the  South 
Park  Day  Nursery  was  to  remain  open  the  relatives  of  priority  cases 
expected  an  immediate  return  to  the  South  Park  Nursery,  hut  this  was  n#»t 
possible  for  several  months  because  of  the  loss  of  staff, 

I must  thank  the  Matrons  of  all  Day  Nurseries  for  their  help  and 
co-operation  during  this  very  difficult  period.

The  extension  of  the  age  groups  eligible  to  receive  vaccine.tion  to 
include  those  persons  aged  I5  - 25  years  created  some  difficulties,  most 
of  the  persons  in  this  group  v/ere  working  and  were  unable  or  unwilling 
to  attend  for  vaccination  during  the  day.  The  general  practitioners 
during  the  year  vaccinated  a great  many  of  this  group,  but  I felt  more 
should  be  done,  and  so  in  May  after  some  publicity,  a clinic  on  the  first 
Saturday  morning  of  each  month  was  started  v;-here  no  appointments  were 
made,  individuals  coming  an;^’-  time  between  9 *50  a.m,  and  11,50  a.m,  and 
the  initial  response  was  excellent.  The  eight  Saturday  morning  open 
clinics  were  attended  by  789  persons  of  whom  775  had  two  injections,  and 
in  addition,  88  expectant  mothers  (a  priority  group)  had  their  third 
injection.  Some  school  children  had  the  first  two  doses  at  school  and 
left  before  the  third  dose  could  be  given,  an  invitation  to  attend  one  of 
the  open  clinics  V7as  sent  to  them  and  253  attended.  The  total  number  of 
attendances  and  vaccinations  at  the  open  clinic  was  1,885, 

SECTIOIT  27  - AMBITLAHCE  SERVICE 

During  the  year  the  service  v/as  increased  in  that  an  Ambulance  due 
to  be  replaced  was  retained  when  the  new  vehicle  was  delwered.  This 
enables  the  service  to  have  a reserve  vehicle  which  has  proved  to  be 
most  useful.  As  in  previous  years,  the  greatest  proportion  of  the 
mileage  done  and  of  patients  carried  has  fallen  on  the  ambulance  cars. 
Extra  work  has  fallen  on  the  service  following  on  the  opening  of  the 
Cavendish  Clinic  at  the  Parkside  Hospital, 
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Report  of  work  done  by  Ambulance  Service.

As  in  previous  years,  the  number  of  hours  T/orked  for  individual 
cases  has  been  severely  ciirtailed,  partly  to  keep  expenditure  at  a 
reasonable  level  and  partly  because  of  difficulty  in  recruiting  staff 
suitable  for  this  kind  of  v/ork.  The  domestic  helps  have  had  to  attend 
different  cases  each  day,  and  throughout  the  year  about  one  fifth  of  the 
domestic  help  staff  had  ten  cases  per  week  to  attend.  As  will  be  seen 
from  the  figures  below,  the  demands  for  help  are  from  those  v;ho  are  aged 
or  ill,  many  of  whom  complain  that  they  would  like  more  help.

Mentally  Handicapped  - Junior  Training  Centre 

Regular  friendly  supervision  has  been  given  to  all  ascertained 
mentally  handicapped  persons  residing  in  the  area,  and  when  suitable  they 
have  attended  the  Macclesfield  Junior  Training  Centre, 

In  1959  "the  County  Health  Committee  approved  plans  for  the 
development  of  the  Mental  Health  Seivices,  these  included  in  Macclesfield 
plans  for  the  building  of  a new  Junior  Training  Centre.  This  is  very 
welcome,  as  the  staff  have  to  cope  with  mentally  handicapped  children  in 
a building  not  designed  as  a centre  and  having  two  floors.  The  County 
Health  Committee  also  approved  a recommendation  from  the  Divisional 
Health  Committee  that  an  additional  assistant  supervisor  be  appointed  and 
it  has  been  possible  to  bring  another  classroom  into  use  and  so  to  reduce 
the  size  of  the  classes  which  should  have  beneficial  results  for  the 
children.

Transport  is  provided  hy  a private  Bus  Company  - one  bus  operating  from 
Congleton,  another  from  Cheadle.  In  addition  local  children  are  taken 
to  and  from  the  Centre  by  Ambulance. 

The ■ curriculum  includes  habit  training,  sense  training,  physical 
training,  speech  training,  handwork,  music  and  movement  training  and 
training  in  simple  domestic  tasks, 

iin  exhibition  of  Handwork  done  by  the  children  was  staged  at  the 
Macclesfield  Show  in  the  tent  of  the  Macclesfield  Branch  of  the  Society 
for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children  and  an  exhibition  and  sale  was  held  for 
parents  in  December, 

The  Macclesfield  Branch  of  the  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped 
Children  paid  for  the  children  to  visit  the  Circus  at  Belle  Vue  and  they 
also  helped  towards  the  cost  of  an  outing  to  the  River  at  Chester  and  the 
seaside  at  Rhyl.

Mach  progress  in  the  field  of  Mental  Health  has  "been  made  with  the 
publication  of  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959?  the  first  commencement 
order  was  issued  by  the  Minister  in  October.  This  brought  into  effect 
that  part  of  the  act  dealing  with  the  informal  admission  of  patients 
to  designated  mental  hospitals,  registered  hospitals  and  licensed 
houses.  Any  patient  who  is  willing  to  be  admitted  and  can  be  treated 
without  powers  of  detention  may  now  be  admitted  informally  in  the  same 
way  as  general  patients  are  admitted  to  general  hospitals. 

Community  Care 

The  various  duties  of  the  Mental  Health  Department  which  involve 
the  follow  up  of  cases  discharged  from  hospital  and  patients  in 
attendance  at  Psychio,tric  Out-Patient  Clinics,  have  been  maintained,  and 
also  the  designated  duties  of  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer  under  the 
Lunacy  Act,  1890,  and  the  Mental  Treatment  Act,  1930,  which  relate  to 
the  admission,  detention  and  where  necessary,  the  certification  of  mental 
patients  have  been  carried  out.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  BTSPECTOR 


To  the  Chairman  and  Memhers  of  the  Bollington 
Urban  District  Council. 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1959 • 

There  are  two  matters  of  general  interest  in  the  field  of  environ- 
mental sanitation  for  v;hich  1959  has  been  noteworthy.  Firstly,  the 
improvements  effected  at  industrial  premises  to  reduce  smoke  emission, 
and  secondly,  the  nev^  legislation  introduced  to  secure  improvements  in 
dwelling  houses  and  slaughterhouses. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  the  co-operation  received  by  the  Council 
from  local  industrialists  in  the  adaptation  of  boiler  house  equipment 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  This  year  has  seen 
striking  progress  in  this  matter  and  this  has  confirmed  the  policy  of 
seeking  progress  by  discussion,  suggestion  and  negotiation. 

The  introduction  of  standard  grants  for  the  provision  of  essential 
amenities  in  dwelling  houses  should  evoke  a ready  response  from  ov/ner/ 
occupiers  and  from  property  oiraers.  The  conditions  are  less  onerous 
than  those  relating  to  Discretiona.ry  Grants  and  the  procedure  is 
undoubtedly  simplified.  The  scheme  merits  the  maximum  publicity. 

The  Slaughterhouse  Construction  Regulations  made  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  have  set  the  pattern  for  the  improvements 
which  will  be  required  on  a nationwide  basis  for  slaughterhouse 
premises.  The  formulation  of  definite  standards  for  these  premises  for 
the  first  time  will  be  welcomed  by  local  authorities  and  the  meat  trade 
alike. 


I am  again  indebted  to  lAr,  T.K.  Kirkman,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
for  the  section  relating  to  water  supply,

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Council  Is  Waterr^orks  is  in  the  Parish  of  Rainow  in  the  Rural 
District  of  Macclesfield  and  consists  of  five  boreholes  in  Millstone  Grit, 
tv^o  of  which  at  Millbrook  form  the  chief  supply.  Of  these,  one  borehole 
has  produced  a very  great  percentage  of  the  area's  requirements. 

The  whole  of  the  supply  is  chlorinated  at  source  before  being 
passed  through  service  reservoirs  into  the  distribution  system. 

The  Council's  Consultant  Analysts,  Messrs,  Melling  and  Ardem,  have 
examined  seventeen  samples  during  the  year,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory 
in  either  chemical  or  bacteriological  quality. 

No  Local  Authority  houses  were  constructed  during  the  year.  Further 
extensions  of  distribution  mains  were  provided  for  private  development 
in  South  West  Avenue,  Ward  Avenue  and  Bamfield  Road,  and  nineteen  new 
private  dwellings  were  connected  to  the  supply. 

Water  continued  to  be  supplied  in  bulk  to  parts  of  the  Parishes  of 
Rainow  and  Prestbury  in  the  Rural  District  of  Macclesfield,  and  also  for 
part  of  the  year  to  part  of  the  Parish  of  Adlington,  in  the  same 
Authority's  area.  This  was  due  to  the  abnormally  dry  weather  of  the 
summer  and  the  diminuation  of  supplies  from  other  sources. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that,  while  the  levels  of  water  in  the 
Council's  boreholes  dropped  during  the  summer  due  to  the  long  dry  period, 
nevertheless  the  Council  were  a.ble  to  maintain  supplies  without 
restriction  and  were  also  able  to  provide  additional  quantities  for 
industrial  use. 

Negotiations  v/ith  neighbouring  authorities  on  the  subject  of 
re-grouping  continued  to  a successful  conclusion  during  the  year,  with 
the  eventual  agreement  on  the  setting  up  of  a proposed  Water  Board 
(to  be  subject  of  the  making  of  a Water  Order)  comprising  the  Boroughs  of 
Ivlacclesfield  and  Congleton,  the  Rural  District  of  Macclesfield,  and  the 
Urban  District  of  Bollington, 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  majority  of  dwelling  houses  are  connected  to  the  public  sewer 
and  the  treatment  of  sewage  is  undertaken  at  the  Council's  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  at  Lowerhouse.  These  works  are  inadequate  to  deal 
satisfactorily  with  domestic  sewage  and  the  Council  have  been  in 
negotiation  for  some  time  with  the  Macclesfield  Borough  Council  as  to  the 
acception  into  Macclesfield's  Butley  Sewage  Works  of  both  the  domestic 
sewage  and  trade  effluent  from  Bollington. 
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Agreement  "between  the  two  authorities  has  been  reached  and,  the 
Bollington  Urban  District  Council  for  their  part,  have  agreed  in  principle 
to  their  consultants'  scheme  for  the  necessary  v/orks  of  resewering, 
including  the  provision  of  a new  trunk  sewer  from  Lowerhouse  to  Butley,  at 
an  estimated  total  cost  of  £52,000.

A new  system  of  grants  for  the  improvement  of  dwelling  houses  hy 
o^mers  became  operative  in  June  1959 » under  the  House  Purchase  and 
Housing  Act,  1959*  These  grants  are  intended  to  meet  the  expense  of 
providing  the  following  five  standard  amenities,  i.e,  bath,  wash-hand 
basin,  hot  water  supply,  water  closet  and  food  store.

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It  will  be  noted  that  the  percentage  figures  for  carcases  affected 
V7ith  tuberculosis  have  been  corrected  to  exclude  those  dealt  with  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Order  1938  and  the  Tuberculosis  (Slaughter  of  Reactors) 
Order  1950.

"Pasteurised"  and  "Sterilised"  milk.

Industrial  Premises 

Reference  was  made  in  my  last  report  to  the  approach  made  by  the 
Council  to  industrialists  to  secure  a reduction  in  the  emission  of 
industrial  smoke  within  the  limits  prescribed  under  the  Clean  Air  Act 
1956.  The  response  to  this  approach  has  been  most  encoura,ging  and 
during  1959  "the  boiler  plant  at  two  factories  has  been  provided  with 
mechanical  stoking  equipment,  and  at  a third  factory  has  been  adapted  for 
oil  firing.  The  effect  of  these  improvements  has  been  most  striking  and 
refloots  groat  credit  on  the  Bollington  industrialists  for  their 
volunta,ry  co-operation  in  this  important  aspect  of  environmental  hygiene. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Council  has  an  obligation  to  inspect  the  district  for 
infestations  of  rats  and  mice  and  to  carry  out  treatments  for  their 
extermination  on  their  own  properties,  including  the  public  sewers, 

A part-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  for  these  purposes  and  in 
addition,  he  undertakes  the  treatment  of  vermin  at  private  dwelling-houses 
free  of  charge  and  at  business  premises  at  the  expense  of  the  occupiers.
